GENEVA, Feb. 6.—For the United 
States the International Opium Confer- 
ence ended this morning when Repre- 
sentative Stephen G. Porter, with dra- 
matic suddenness, announced the, with- 
drawal of the American delegation and 
booked passage on the first ship home. 
For the other nations the conference 
continues. 

Mr. Porter withérew because of the 
refusal of the opium-producing countries 
of the world to enter any agreement 
controlling production and -distribution 


fof taw opium. The American delegate 


felt this attitude left no alternative 
under the terms of the joint resolution 
of Congress authorizing participation in 
the conference, for it would be’ impos- 
sible for him to sign such an agree- 
ment as is evidently to be concluded. 
Notice of. Mr. Porter's decision, which 
was taken with the full knowledge and 
consent of President Coolidge, was con- 
veyed to the conference in a letter ad- 
dressed‘ to the 
Denmark. It was -accompanied by. a 
memorandum presenting reasons for the 
action.

Committee of Sixteen had convened to 
decide’ on finial:

“It is the greater tragedy,’ he de- 
clared, “because it. is not improbable 
the very article which caused the with- 
drgwal may be adopted by the confer- 
ence in plenary session. In my opinion 
it will-be adopted. The producing na- 
tions may not sign or may make reser- 
vations, but their adhesion will come 
later. Switzerland has just ratified the 
Hague convention twelve years after it 
Was drawn up.’’ : 

Whether President Zahle’s surmise is 
correct or not remains to be shown by 
the next three days.. Likewise only the 
next few days will tell the effect the 
American withdrawal will have on the 
conference. } 

Lord Cecil, head of the British dele- 
gation, though trememdously annoyed by 
the withdrawal of America, believes the 
United States’ absence will result in no 
change of plans or ae of the 
conference. 

There is reason to believe ‘that both M, 
Zahle and Lord Cecil are correct: The 
conference will go to its natural conclu- 
sion with an excellent probability that 
the final agreement will contain the 
American principle of production con- 
trol.

‘but when the same or similar phrage- 
ology is adopted in economic discus- 
sion, it merely indicates slovenly eco- 
nomic thinking. If any one cannot 
get along without it, he should at least

BACK TO THE SOIL! 

Every day is Common. People’s 
Day, but’ Thursday was most mem- 
orably Common People’s Day in the 
Senate.

THE IMMIGRATION SERVICE. 

Despite the warmth which marks 
Major n’s refutation of whole- 
sale charges of corruption at Ellis 
Island, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration so far has the better of the 
argument. Justice Cor1i.o, who was 
Chairman of the Joint: Legislative 
Committee on the Exploitation of 
Immigrants last year, stated that his 
committee had: “ records of ‘graft on 
“ Bilis Island in thousands of cases in- 
“volving millions of dollars.’”” When 
pressed for evidence he produced little 
or none. Great as are the tempta- 
tions put in the way. of underpaid 
officials of the immigration service, it 
is not to be believed that if any cor- 
ruption exists it cam be .proved in 
more than a very few’ cases. As a 
matter of fact, the devotion of the 
members of the service,is an inspir- 
ing example of loyalty to the Gov- 
ernment. Paid less even than _ the 
customs inspectors, their work is ex- 
acting and harassing. They bear the 
brunt of the immigrants’ troubles and 
are subjected to the attacks, direct 
and indirect, . of persons who, disap- 
prove of the laws these public ser- 
vants enforce. For their work they 
get little recognition and much abuse. 
Very often they are blamed for the 
results of defects in a law which was 
framed without evér consulting them. 

It is therefore only natural that the 
500. employes at Ellis Island should 
resent the blanket charges of Justice 
CoTitio. ‘As they-yiew it, a man who 
has. the high standisig of a Justice.of 
the -Supreme Court of New. /York 
brands them all as corrupt and then 
declines to bring forward his evidence. 
It fy not surprising that their attitude, 
is that Mr. CoTiLL0 should, to use the 
inelegant expression, “ put up or-shut 
up.” If he has proof of corruption, 
either individual or collective, they 
say, let him bring it forth. If not, 
let him retract and apologize. In this 
they will surely have general sym- 
pathy. ‘But it is useless for them to 
pass resolutions demanding Justice 
CoTILLo’s ‘removal from office. His 
investigations were made while he was 
a member of the Legislature. Should 
they prove untrue, his own standing 


‘| would be injured without any punitive 


action. e important thing is not 
his position, but obtaining lizht on his 
charges and vindicating the immigra- 
tion service in the public mind. Until 
such time as. he can show that he 
spoke® knowingly, it is only fair to 
believe that the immigration service is 
filled with public servants of as high 
character as in any branch of the

CONGESTION IN HIGHER 
EDUCATION. 

The higher educational institutions 
of this city have problems of conges- 
tion as well as the city transit offi- 
cials. Columbia's attendance by day 
and by night, men and women, youth- 
ful and mature, has mounted to statis- 
tical heignts never reached before in 
the New World—up ‘into the -thirty 
thousands. A recent report of New 
York. University’s Chancellor shows 
that his institution is only a lap be- 
hind. .It now has 20,751 students, 
18,969 -more than in 1914, this total 
being larger than the combined enrol- 
ments of Harvard, “Yale, Princeton, 
Dartmouth’ and Trinity. 

These statistics would give unal- 
loyed gratification if the costs did not 
increase out of proportion. Every 
student costs much more than the tul- 
tion fee that he pays, sometimes three 
times as much. The difference is 
made up by income from endowments 


and by special gifts. While such re-' 


sources have enabled Columbia to bal- 
ance her budget, it has been only. by 
great self-denial, as President BuTLER 
testifies. Even with.all possible 'econ- 
omy, it has been now foufd necessary 
to raise the tuition fees. By like 
“* painful economy” New York Uni- 
versity, “ with the third largest enrol- 
ment of any American » “university,” 

with an endowment of only $3,000,000 
and a budget - about as large as its 
endowment,* has also come through 
20 last six years without a deficit.

nation-wide campaign has just been 
inaugurated by the American Humane 
Association to have. adopted in ‘this 
country the British rule which makes 
cropped-ear dogs ineligible for prizes. 
There is no pretense made that the 
mutilation improves the quality of 
the breed; it is simply a standard of 
appearance laid down in _ American 
Kennel Club rules. It applies also to 
Great Danes and English bull terriers, 
which, without bobbed ears, .are ineli- 
gible for prizes. 

The practice was abandoned thirty 
years ago in England as inhumane and 
entirely useless, on the vigorous pro- 
test of the Prince of Wares. He, 
though a frequent exhibitor at shows, 
forbade any mutiliation..of his, dogs. 


Boston, Great Dane or English bull 
terrier appears to better advantage in 
the show ring than with ears au nat- 
urel, why should not they be allowed 
to compete uncropped, if necessary, in 
a separate class?

Have Changed. the Federal Weather 
Bureau in this city, went a bit further 
than certain knowledge warranted when 
he told the Rotary Club that the world’s 
climate wasn't going to change for 
thousands of years.

Ferro-Concrete Architecture.

Your editorial of Jan. 22, captioned ‘‘Ferro- 
Concrete,"’. naturally attracted the attention 
of those familiar with the construction of 
bufifdings.. I must confess that a careful 
reading of the editorial did not disclose 
any relationship between it and: ferro-con- 
crete. To solve the mystery, I procured the 
Jan.’ 3 issue of’ The Spectator and. read 
Mr. Huxley's ‘most intefésting article on 
“American Architecture," to’ which you re- 
ferred. Mr, Huxley evidently does not com- 
prehend the nature and use of ferro-concrete, 
called in America by the more reasonable 


and definitive name-of ‘‘reinforced concrete.’* |}: 


Referring’ to Helmle and Corbett’s beauti- 
ful Bush Building (New York), he remarks 
that ‘‘it is also, and very definitely, com- 
mitted to the ferro-concrete style, to the 
expression “of its materials and of their 
‘limitations.”” What Mr. Huxley’ means by 
the “ferro-concrete style,’’ especially in con- 
nection with the Bush Building, is. beyond 
our comprehension. The Bush Building, tike 
all of our skyscrapers in New York, is a 
skeleton steel frame building and the only 
reinforced concrete entering into its con- 
struction is the floor slabs, which are sup- 
ported on steel beams. 

Reinforced: concrete frames, except in some 
of. our cheaper factory and industrial build- 
ings, are usually concealed and the build- 
ings in which they are thus used appear 
exactly like skeleton steel frame buildings.

40,000 COMMUTERS 


Long Island Service Halts 20 
_ Minutes and Is Crippled 
for Two Hours. 


CAUSED BY DERAILED CAR 


Pennsylvania Station Jammed With 
Thousands of Passengers Wait- 
ing for: Trains. 


Between 40,000 and 50,000 Long Island 
commuters were held up at the Penn- 
sylvania Station late yesterday after- 
noon when .the entire Long Island train 
service was halted for twenty minutes 
and crippled for an add sional two hours. 

The trouble was caused by the derail- 
ment of an émpty car as it was being 
transferred from one track to another. 
This resulted in the whole interlocking 
system being tied’ up and for twen 
minutes between 4:20 and 4:40 it was 
impossible to move any trains. The 
derailment occurred near the mouth of 
the tunnel. 

Station Master Egan immediately had 
notice posted on the bulletin boards and 
in the waiting rooms informing passen- 


gers of the trouble. As the time ad- 
vanced and no trains left the station the 
fleod ‘of .waiting passengers. increased 
until several thousand were jammed on 

Page org Each subway 
train added quota of impatient com- 
muters so that when the first_train was 
to move out at 4:40 P. M., every seat’ 
was taken within a few seconds after 
the gates were opened. 

As soon as the switches of the inter- 
locking system could be operated an 
emergency schedule was put into effect 
from tracks 15, 16, 17 and 18, but all the 
trains left the station least twenty 
minutes behind schedule and most of 
them much later than that. 

During the peak of the rush hour be- 
tween 5 and 6 o'clock there were’ thou- 
sands of persons in the station waiting 
for trains to take them to their homes. 
The telephone service operating from 
the station was almost overwhelmed 
with calls from persons anxious to no- 
tify their homes that they would be late 
for dinner. There was no disorder, and 
despite the throng no accidents of any 
kind were reported. 

Normal service was in ‘dieoeatien’ a few 
minutes before 7 o’clock. ‘The service 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad was not 
interrupted.

stand trial for the murder of Police- 
man Skelly of New Britain. 

The Atlanta dispatch told of’ the sind 
ing in the prisoner’s clothing, -just be- 
fore he was to start North, of.an im- 
provised handcuff key, made from wire 
wrenched from a fixture in the cell of 
the Federal penitentiary. 

The other plan for a break for liberty, 
as described here by Deputy Warden 
George W. Hughes and Maxwell Lesesné 
of Atlanta, was conceived soon after 
Chapman’s arrest and he purposed to 
carry it ‘oft on the journey from In- 
dianapolis to Atlanta. 

He had arranged to. have a handcuff 
key, which he kept in his automobile in 
Indianapolis, a revolver and some nitro- 
giycerine wrapped in paper and hidden 
near the washstand of the Pullman car 
in which he was to travel East from 
Indianapolis. The erstwhile pal * in 
whom he confided, and on whom he ‘de- 
peyded to place the articles'in a hiding 
place, turned informer and revealed the 
plot to Chapman’s captors. 

When the Wethersfield authorities 
heard this story revised orders were 
issued to Chapman’s guards to double 
their vigil. No one is permitted to see 
him and this ‘afternoon his lawyer, 
Frederick J. Groehl of. 233 Broadway, 
New York City, was not allowed to see 
him’ concerning his defense. 4

result more favorably to the interest ‘of 
all concerned.’
